that the roads of inflated v alues were 
today unab le to b orrow money to b uild 
the cars needed b y them to carry out 
their ob ligations to the pub lic. 
“The same thing is true of the roads 
without inflated v alues,” retorted Mr. 
Milb urn. 
Senator Spooner declared that the 
stock deals b etween 
Mr. H arrim an 
and the Union Pacific were m atters of 
concern only b etween the indiv idual 
and the stockholders and had nothing 
to do with interstate commerce. 
Mr. Kellogg declared that the com­ 
mission had a right to inquire into the 
uses to which the moneys of a rail­ 
road were put.

Woman’s Workhouse Not Satisfactory 


to Board of Charities. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 14.—The board of 
state charities will recommend to the 
legislature of 1909 that the law pro­ 
viding for the sentencing of women to 
the workhouse for women he amend­ 
ed. 
The last legislature enacted a law 
providing that women who are con­ 
victed in the various counties and 
whose conviction does not mean a 
prison sentense, should be sentenced 
to the workhouse that is to be esta b­ 
lished in a part of the buildings for­ 
merly occupied by the Indiana girls’ 
school. 
In case, however, the sen­ 
tence of the woman is for ninety days 
or less the law provides that it shall 
be optional with the judge as 
to 
whether the woman shall be sent to 
the county jail or to the workhouse 
provided for in the law. 
This law was discussed at the meet­ 
ing of the board of state charities, and 
it was the opinion of the members 
that the proviso in regard to women 
whose sentences were for ninety days 
or less should he eliminated from the 
statutes. 
The board in its next an­ 
nual report will recommend that the 
law be amended so as to require that 
all convicted women shall be sent to 
the state institution. 
The board is 
well pleased with the plan for the 
state workhouse.

T he four candidates for the Republi­ 
can nomination for gov ernor are as 
busy as though the state conv ention 
was to be held nex t week instead of 
not until after the first of April. 
The 
new 
prim ary election 
law 
prov ides 
th a t the nominations shall be m ade 
some time between April 1 and Sept. 
1, so at the closest calculation fiv e 
m onths will interv ene before the tick 
et is made. 
Long before th a t time 
ev ery politician, big and little, in the 
state will hav e been personally inter­ 
v iewed by the candidates and their 
lieutenants and sev eral* hundred thou­ 
sand letters will hav e peon w ritten If 
the candidates keep up their present 
pace. 
It is the hottest kind *of a race 
considering the fact th at the candi­ 
dates are at least fiv e m onths from the 
finish. 
A feature of the situation th a t 
Is beginning to dawn dn the politicians 
is th at there will be v ery little oppor­ 
tunity for trading in the conv ention, 
at least not enough to seriously affect 
th e race for gov ernor. 
The present 
secretary of state, auditor, tre a sure r 
and attorney general will not hav e any 
opposition, so there will be no ex cuse 
for a div ision of their delegations on 
their account. 
W ith two candidates 
for lieutenant gov ernor in the Second 
district, there can be little successful 
trading there. 
Senator F rem o n t Good* 
wine of W illiamsport, candidate for 
lieutenant gov ernor, probably will not 
hav e a great, deal of trading strength 
in the T enth district, as the upper half 
of it is said to be m ore concerned in 
the candidacy of Suprem e Court Judge 
Gillette for renomination. 
T hrough­ 
out the entire state the candidates for 
gov ernor are ex pected to m ake such a 
thorough canv ass th a t the men who 
are running for the minor places will 
in m any instances feel obliged to giv e 
them the right-of-way ev en in their 
own districts. 


ernor-elect, m ay issue a req uisition 
for them soon after he is inaugurated, 
but no one seems to knowr w hether or 
not it would be honored by Gov ernor 
Hanly .

Prom inent men who hav e defended 
Tay lor and Finley ag ain st the req uisi­ 
tions on the ground th at they could 
not get fair trials with the Democrats 
in office in their own s ta te are say ing 
that there is no longer th a t ex cuse for 
holding them if there should be a n ­ 
other dem and for them. 
T here is 
more speculation as to the attitude of 
Tay lor and Finley than as to the prob­ 
able action of their own state. 
Many

In various experimental sta ­ 
tions in the arid land districts the cul­ 
ture of figs, dates and olives is being 
conducted, says the San Antonio Ex­ 
press. 
Mr. Mason declares that southwest 
Tex&s is an ideal country for the cul­ 
ture of dry land olives, and the annual 
yield of olives may become one of the 
most important crops of the state. 
Rocky dry land, which is considered 
« Unfit for the cultivation of crops, is 
the kind of land « speeded for the culture 
of the olive. 
The department of agriculture has 
improved specimens of the dry land 
olive from northern Africa, where it 
is grown « extensively. 
These plants 
have been grown in different sections 
of the southwest, and at the Laredo 
experimental station the department 
has met w ith exceptional success. 
‘*The dry land olive, which makes 
the fioest ‘oil, may be raised to better 
advantage in Texas than in Caifor- 
nia,” said Mr. Mason. 
“ In certain see- 
tiotis of Africa this crop is almost the 
only support of the people. 
There are 
three « plants that seem to thrive in a 
desert, 
barren soil 
where no other 
plants will grow. 
They are the fig.
